1. Reference b. explained the almost flat refusal, Munich Base has receiv- 
ed from UPSWING to pass along any information of valpei regarding George Peter 
DOHM. Para. 4 of reference b. outlined our next effort viz-a-viz UPSWING re- 
garding this case which was to call to UPSWING’S aif^tion information on 
Mrs. Mira GIUMINI nee CLERICI, stated by UPSWING in Eabruary 1955 to be link- 
ed to Wilhelm KUEPPERS, and DOHM’s wife whose maiden name was GIUMINI. A 
short memorandum w&s prepared, oalling attention to the GIUMINI’ s in both 
DOHM’s and KUEPPERS’ dossiers and asking for UPSWING ’ s comments .

2. The above conversation with © Dr. HERDER makes it very clear that UP- 
SWING has considerable information on DQHM/kUEPPERS and has refused to share 
it with KUBARK. Hie same attitude exists for all. things pertaining to the 
Rote Kapelle. © Dr. HERDER pretends to be uninformed; relatively speaking, on 
the Rote Kapelle, and on the DOHM/KUEPPERS case. HERDER claims that this is 
all © Dr. OTTO’s Jurisdiction, which is probably true but also takes HERDER 
off the hook. 

3. The upshot of this exchange is that KUBARK will have to come to some 
understanding with UTILITY and © Dr, OTTO if there is to be any exchange of 
information on Rote Kapelle/UJDRIZZLf matters. It la,„ bo say the least, irrit- 
ating to have UPSWING close the door in our face when' we had passed to them in 
December 1958 four and a half pages of information oh' BOHM, extracted from 
EG0W-203, 16 Oct. 1958. It is more irritating to receive from UPSWING a dear 
indication that that organization is withholding infc&m&iion on the Bote Kap- 
elle, at the same time that the organization has beeh; involved in some type 

of operations developed out of the original Rote Kapeilis complex. UPSWING’S 
motives for behaving thus are open to speculation but-ltetil we have more in- 
formation there is little point in speculating. 

4. We are not including C J in the dlatribution^gf this dispatch for 
obvious reasons but prefer that Headquarters notify C J3 that KUEIG^ERS and 
DOHM are reported identical, which information is not: to be passed to liaison. 
We would guess that UPSWING has probably worked with tshe Italian services on 
the KUEPPERS/DOHM case (whatever the case may be for UBSWING) and the Italians 
are possibly also aware of the identity of the two men. 
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
